Normal  pupils  will  be  required  to  hear  classes  recite  on  the 
different  branches,  in  the  presence  of  their  instructor,  and 
their  manner  of  doing  it  will  be  criticised  and  faults  pointed 
out. 
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This  Department  is  intended  for  those  who  desire  to  pros- 
ecute their  studies  further  than  the  jSTormal  Course.  It  em- 
braces four  years,  and  the  studies  are  arranged  to  secure  a 
proper  development  of  the  intellectual  powers  and  to  attain 
the  greatest  proficiency  in  practical  and  useful  knowledge. 
Modern  Languages  may  be  substituted  for  the  Ancient,  and, 
after  the  second  year,  scientific  branches,  according  to  the 
bent  of  the  student's  mind,  may  be  substituted  for  Ancient 
Languages.  Such  branches  only  are  named  as  can  be  thor- 
oughly taught  and  learned  within  the  time  allotted.

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ORIGIN  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

During  the  Spring  of  1872,  Mr.  Shepherd  Brooks,  the  grandson  and 
lieir  of  the  late  liezin  Davis  Shepherd  of  this  vicinity,  was  applied  to  for 
the  buildings  erected  by  his  grandfather  in  Shepherdstown  (which  had 
been  used  as  a  court-house  while  the  county  seat  was  at  this  place,  and  to 
which  the  county  had  added  two  wings),  for  the  purpose  of  opening 
therein  a  Classical  and  Scientific  School.  Permission  was  readily  given, 
and  after  some  preliminary  arrangements,  a  lease  of  the  property  for  a 
term  of  years  and  renewable,  was  granted  for  that  purpose.  A  Board  of 
Trustees  was  incorporated,  with  a  charter  conferring  upon  them  certain 
privileges  similar  to  other  institutions  of  learning.  The  school  was 
opened  in  September,  1872,  and  in  February  following  the  Legislature 
established  therein  a  Branch  State  Normal  School,  which  has  succeeded 
far  beyond  the  expectations  of  its  warmest  friends. 

THE  DESIGN  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

The  design  of  the  school  is  to  train  teachers  for  the  free  schools  of  the 
State,  and  give  them  an  opportunity  of  fitting  themselves  for  the  work. 
In  addition  to  the  English  or  Normal  Course,  there  is  a  Collegiate  De- 
partment, in  which  the  studies  are  so  arranged  that  all,  whether  desiring 
to  become  teachers  or  not,  may  obtain  a  good  education  and  be  prepared 
for  the  practical  duties  of  life.  The  expenses  have  been  made  so  mod- 
erate that  all  can  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  thus  afi^orded  of 
pursuing  an  extended  course  of  study.  The  school  is  open  to  both  sexes, 
but  the  buildings  and  grounds  arc  so  arranged  that  each  department  can 
be  kept  entirely  separate. 

CLASSIFICATION. 

In  order  to  impart  thorough  instruction  in  English  branches,  all  pupils 
will  be  classified  under  the  Normal  Course,  whether  desiring  to  become 
teachers  or  not,  and  if  they  pursue  part  also  of  the  Collegiate  Course  they 
will  be  enumerated  under  that  department. 

Students  after  completing  the  Normal  Course,  can  enter  the  Collegiate 
Department.  This  is  specially  recommended  to  those  who  propose 
making. teaching  their  profession,  as  they  can  never  hope  to  make  suc- 
cessful teachers  unless  they  have  a  knowledge  of  those  higher  branches 
that  will  enable  them  to  instruct  with  profit  and  pleasure  the  pupils  of 
our  common  schools. 
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THE  METHOD  OF  TEACHING. 

Instruction  is  given  by  daily  recitations  in  the  text-books,  by  familiar 
remarks  and  illustrations  upon  each  lesson  recited,  by  blackboard  exer- 
cises and  lectures.  Daily  exemplifications  of  the  best  methods  of  teach- 
ing the  various  branches  will  be  given.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to 
interest  the  students  in  their  studies,  and  induce  application  on  their 
part,  without  which  all  teaching  is  vain. 

NORMAL  SCHOOL  WORK. ' 

It  is  the  peculiar  province  of  Normal  Schools  to  train  students  for  the 
office  of  teachers,  and  point  out  to  them  the  most  approved  and  successful 
methods  of  instruction  and  recitation,  as  well  as  the  best  system  of  or- 
ganizing, classifying  and  governing  schools.  It  includes  a  knowledge 
of  the  branches  taught  as  much  as  the  manner  of  teaching  them,  and  its 
object  is  to  form  in  the  students  economical  and  regular  habits  of  study, 
60  as  to  prepare  them  for  intelligent  and  systematic  teachers.  Hence 
they  must  have  classes  in  which  students  can  be  instructed  in  the 
various  branches,  as  mere  matters  of  knowledge,  before  they  can  be 
taught  the  "  how  "  to  teach  them. 

NORMAL  DIPLOMAS. 

Students  who  pursue  the  Normal  Course  prescribed,  whether  State 
pupils  or  not,  and  sustain  a  satisfactory  examination  upon  the  same,  will 
receive  a  Diploma  from  the  Board  of  Regents,  which  will  entitle  them  to 
teach  anywhere  in  the  State  without  a  re-examination  every  year.  These 
Diplomas  are  equivalent  to  a  "No.  1  Certificate,"  but  will  be  annulled 
by  the  State  Superintendent,  for  the  same  reasons  that  would  withhold 
them  in  the  first  place. 

DEGREES. 

The  Trustees  are  authorized  to  confer  upon  such  students  as  have 
completed  the  course  of  studies  prescribed  for  the  Collegiate  Department, 
and  sustained  a  satisfactory  examination  upon  the  same,  a  diploma 
certifying  their  progress  in  study  and  their  character  as  students. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

All  pupils  will  be  examined,  at  the  close  of  the  school  year,  upon  all 
the  studies  of  the  year,  and  no  student  will  be  permitted  to  advance 
until  said  examination  has  been  sustained,  unless  for  good  reason  the 
Faculty  shall  remit  it.  Wilful  absence  from  examinations  will  not  be 
tolerated.  These  examinations  will  be  conducted  by  the  Faculty  in 
their  respective  departments,  and  by  a  committee  of  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents. They  will  be  either  oral  or  written,  or  both  combined,  and  the 
names  of  the  students  who  stand  in  the  first  grade  in  these  examinations 
will  be  read  out  as  distinguished,  at  Commencement. 
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ADVANTAGES. 

The  advantages  of  this  institution  are:  The  division  of  labor  among 
the  teachers  ;  the  facilities  for  study ;  the  comfortable  rooms;  the  mod- 
orate  expenses ;  the  healthfulness  and  accessibility  of  the  place;  the  re- 
fined and  cultivated  character  of  the  community.  The  study  and  reci- 
tation rooms  are  commodious,  cora*'ortable,  well-lighted,  and  furnished 
with  improved  desks. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  of  the  institution  will  be  mild  but  firm.  Students 
will  be  expected  to  do  what  is  required  of  them  without  compulsion,  and 
to  conduct  themselves  as  gentlemen  and  ladies  — refraining  from  all  im- 
proprieties of  conduct.  The  better  feelings  of  the  pupils  and  their  sense 
of  right  will  be  appealed  to,  rather  than  severe  and  violent  measures 
used.  Scholarship  will  be  the  main  object;  but  a  due  regard  will  be  had 
and  a  proper  attention  paid  to  the  health  and  morals  of  the  pupils. 

MONTHLY  REPORTS. 

Monthly  reports  of  the  conduct,  progress  and  attendance  of  the  pupils, 
made  up  from  the  daily  record  of  the  several  instructors,  will  be  sent  to 
parents,  and  they  are  earnestly  requested  to  examine  them  and  report  to 
the  Principal  whether  they  are  regularly  received.  Parents  and  guar- 
dians should  show  an  interest  in  the  progress  of  their  children  and  wards, 
and  speak  a  word  of  encouragement  to  them  at  all  times. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 

The  most  improved  text  books  will  be  used,  regard  being  had  to 
economy.  Changes  will  be  made  only  to  secure  a  proper  classification. 
Books  can  be  bought  in  the  town  at  city  prices. 

THE  BUILDINGS. 

The  buildings  are  new,  commodious,  admirably  arranged  for  the  pur- 
pose intended,  consisting  of  Public  Hall,  Library,  Recitation  and  Lec- 
ture Rooms,  andbeautifully  situated  on  an  eminence  near  the  centre  of  the 
town,  with  handsome  grounds  surrounding.  The  main  building  was 
erected  by  the  late  R.  D.  Shepherd,  of  this  vicinit3'^,  and  wings  have 
been  added  since,  the  whole  costing  more  than  $30,000.  The  use  of  said 
buildings  has  been  generously  donated  to  the  Trustees,  by  Siiepherd 
Brooks,.  Esq.,  of  Boston,  his  grandson,  for  school  purposes. 

LOCATION. 

Shepherdstown  is  a  village  of  about  1400  inhabitants,  on  the  south 
bank  of  the  Potomac,  at  the  entrance  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  and  is 
noted  for  its  healthfulness,  many  seeking  it  as  a  summer  resort.  It  is  of 
easy  access  by  the  B.  &  O.  Railroad  from  Kearneysville,  West  Virginia, 
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or  from  Keedysville,  Maryland.  There  are  six  churches  in  the  village, 
and  pupils  can  attend  any  one  their  parents  may  desire.  The  community 
is  noted  for  its  morality  and  sobriety. 

ADMISSION. 

To  enter  the  Normal  Department,  the  applicant,  if  a  male,  must  be  14 
years  of  age  ;  if  female,  13  years  of  age,  and  must  be  able  to  pass  an  ex- 
amination in  Spelling,  Eeading,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  and  First  Les- 
sons in  English  Grammar.  To  enter  the  Collegiate  Department,  they 
must  each  be  one  year  older,  and  must  be  prepared  to  stand  an  examina- 
tion upon  the  Senior  Normal  Course. 

The  time  for  this  examination  will  be  the  lirst  day  of  the  opening  term. 
All  applications  should  be  made  to  the  Principal  before  the  beginning  of 
the  term.

Music  is  not  included  in  the  course,  but  is  taught  by  competent  in- 
structors at  moderate  rates. 

Bills  are  payable  one-half  in  advance. 

Good  board  can  be  had  in  private  families  at  from  $3  to  $4.50  per 
week.  Students  who  board  in  town  will  be  under  the  care  of  the  teachers 
at  all  times,  and  families  who  board  pupils  will  be  required  to  report  any 
misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  pupil,  or  any  neglect  of  studies. 

WAX  AND  NEEDLE  WORK. 

Private  instruction  will  be  given  in  these  by  competent  persons  upon 
very  moderate  terms. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  College,  and  they 
are  both  well  attended  and  well  conducted — the  Parthenian,  composed 
of  females,  and  the  Ciceronian,  composed  of  males. 

LIBRARY  AND  CABINET. 

The  Library  and  Cabinet  are  yet  small,  but  increasing.  Contributions 
to  both  are  earnestly  solicited. 
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MORAL  CULTURE. 

This  School  is  a  State  Institution,  and  is  non-sectarian  in  every  re- 
spect. There  are  six  different  denominations  in  town,  and  each  has  a 
prosperous  Sabbath  School  and  regular  service,  so  that  students  can 
attend  a,ny  churc?i  their  parents  or  guardians  may  name.  They  will  be 
required  to  attend  church  regularly  every  Sabbath,  and  be  present  at 
the  opening  exercises  of  the  School  in  the  morning,  which  are  conducted 
by  the  various  ministers  in  town,  in  turn. 

APPLICATION  FOR  TEACHERS. 

County  Superintendents  and  others  desiring  teachers  are  requested  to 
correspond  with  the  Principal.  They  are  assured  that  no  incompetent 
teacher  will  be  recommended. 

SPECIAL  INFORMATION. 

Should  any  County  Superintendent  receive  more  applications  for  Nor- 
mal appointments  to  this  School  than  his  count3'  is  entitled  to,  he  will 
refer  them  to  the  Principal  for  information. 

Students  holding  Normal  appointments,  who  are  irregular  in  their 
attendance  (without  reasonable  excuse),  inattentive  to  their  studies,  show 
no  capacity  or  desire  to  learn,  and  no  aptitude  to  teach,  after  a  fair  trial, 
shall  have  their  appointments  cancelled. 

SESSION  BEGINS. 

The  annual  Session  begins  the  first  Monday  in  September,  and  will  be 
divided  into  two  terms  of  twenty-one  weeks  each,  the  second  term  be- 
ginning February  1st,  and  continuing  to  the  close  of  the  School  year  in 
June.  There  will  be  an  intermission  of  one  week  at  Christmas,  and  such 
other, days  as  the  Board  of  Regents  may  direct. 

The  importance  of  prompt  attendance  at  the  beginning  of  the  Session 
cannot  be  too  stronglj^  urged.  The  loss  of  a  few  days  then  is  very  serious, 
and  interferes  greatly  with  the  advancement  of  the  pupils.  Equally  as 
great  an  evil  is  the  unnecessary  and  frequent  absences  during  the  term. 
One  or  two  days  lost  in  a  week  or  month  deranges  all  the  pupil's  studies, 
puts  him  behind  his  class,  and  discourages  him.  Time  thus  lost  can 
never  be  made  up.
